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The  Course  of  Instruction  contained  in  this  Circular 
has  been  adopted  at  this  Institution.  It  is  thorough  and 
extensive,  embracing  the  whole  range  of  a  solid  and  re¬ 
fined  education,  including,  as  far  as  possible,  whatever 
relates  to  moral,  mental  and  physical  well  being. 

Pupils  may  begin  with  the  rudiments  of  instruction 
and  continue  under  the  same  general  system  until  their 
education  is  completed.  It  is  also  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  such  as  are  desirous  of  enjoying  its  advantages  for  a 
limited  period,  especially  young  ladies  who  have  pursued 
the  more  elementary  studies  elsewhere,  and  who  wish 
additional  opportunities  for  acquiring  the  higher  branches 
and  accomplishments. 
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The  time  required  to  complete  the  full  course  depends 
upon  the  age,  talents,  and  previous  habits  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual,  but  particularly  upon  her  acquaintance  with  in¬ 
troductory  studies. 

Pupils  are  recommended,  though  not  required,  from 
the  time  of  entrance  to  follow  the  prescribed  course.  It 
should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  studies  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  divisons  are  not  compulsory,  and  that  in  some  cases 

' 

a  variation  from  their  order  may  be  advisable.  In  regard 
to  this  the  Principals  should  be  consulted. 

No  examination  is  required  previous  to  entrance.

These  are  so  arranged  that  a  child  may  obtain  her  first  school 
instruction  here,  and  advance  by  a  gradual  and  judicious  train¬ 
ing,  until  she  has  received  as  high  culture  as  perhaps  any  system 
can  impart. 


Pupils  may  commence  the  Preparatory  Course  as  soon  as  they 
are  old  enough  to  attend  any  school,  and  may  remain  connected 
with  it  until  eleven  or  twelve  years  of  age.  As  soon  as  quali¬ 
fied  they  should  be  advanced  to  the  Regular  Course. 

Perhaps  no  part  of  education  is  more  important  than  the  in¬ 
struction  and  impressions  received  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twelve.  It  is  the  design  of  the  school  to  give  such  thorough 
instruction  as  shall  lay  a  solid  foundation  for  after  study,  and 
constantly  to  surround  the  child  with  influences  tending  to  re¬ 
fine  and  elevate  her  character. 

Young  children  need  variety  and  ought  not  to  be  too  closely 
confined.  They  should  never  feel  that  they  are  taxed  or  wearied 
by  lessons,  and  special  effort  should  be  made  to  render  their 
studies  attractive. 

They  are  under  the  supervision  of  one  Teacher,  but  the 
Teachers  of  the  other  courses  have  classes  in  this,  thus  se¬ 
curing  unusual  advantages. 

The  school  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  attend  regularly 
during  one  session  or  two  sessions  daily,  as  their  parents  may 
prefer.  Those  attending  one  session  remain  from  nine  o’clock 
until  one ;  those  attending  two  sessions,  from  nine  o’clock 
•  until  twelve  A.  M.,  and  from  two  o’clock  until  quarter  before 
four  P.  M. 

Reading,  Spelling,  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  receive  the  most 
attention.  Elementary  Geography,  History,  Yocal  Music, 
French,  Drawing,  Object  Lessons  and  Physical  Exercises  are 
also  taught. 

If  desired,  Latin  or  German  can  be  commenced  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  Course. 
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The  room  is  well  ventilated,  well  lighted,  and  pleasantly  ar¬ 
ranged  with  seats  and  desks  adapted  to  the  age  of  the  scholars. 
It  is  furnished  with  Object  Blocks,  Primary  Charts,  Drawing 
Models  and  Maps.

The  Regular  Course  is  adapted  to  all  who  have  finished  early  primary 
studies. 

The  sequence  of  divisions  is  especially  arranged  for  those  who  com¬ 
mence  at  an  early  age,  and  pursue  a  gradual  and  complete  system. 
For  those  who  enter  the  Seminary  at  a  more  advanced  age,  a  judicious 
combination  of  studies  in  different  divisions  is  advisable. 

Young  Ladies  who  complete  the  Regular  Course  will  be  entitled  to 
the  honors  of  Graduation,  and  each  will  receive  a  Diploma,  signed  by 
the  Trustees  and  Principals. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  all  the  English  studies  mentioned  ;  an 
elementary  course  in  Drawing,  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Latin — 
(for  which  French  or  German  may  be  substituted,) — are  the  require¬ 
ments  for  Graduation. 

Pupils  can  enter  at  any  time  either  for  a  Partial  Course  or  for  Grad¬ 
uation.  For  a  Partial  Course,  such  a  selection  of  sludies  can  be  made 
as  parents  may  desire.  Those  entering  for  Graduation  will  take  such 
studies  as  they  have  not  previously  attended  to. 

Much  care  is  bestowed  upon  the  selection  of  text  books. 

A  weekly  Bible  lesson,  and  various  exercises  for  general  information 
are  connected  with  this  Course.

The  course  of 
training  is  thorough ;  and  young  ladies  wishing  to  become  proficient, 
either  for  personal  accomplishment  or  for  teaching,  can  acquire  a  scien¬ 
tific  and  artistic  musical  education. 

To  those  desiring  to  obtain  an  advanced  knowledge  of  music  at  re¬ 
duced  prices,  uncommon  advantages  are  offered  on  the  plan  of  the 
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European  Conservatories.  Instruction  is  given  in  classes  on  tire  Piano 
Forte,  in  Thorough  Bass  and  Harmony,  under  tire  immediate  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Professors. 

There  is  a  fine  Musical  Library  for  reference.  Lectures  on  the  vari¬ 
ous  branches  of  Music,  and  on  the  Works  of  distinguished  Composers, 
are  delivered  to  the  classes. 

Musical  Soirees  are  given  during  the  Winter  by  those  having  charge 
of  this  Department,  and  also  by  the  most  distinguished  talent  of  New 
York  and  Boston.  These  Concerts  afford  unusual  opportunities  for 
pupils  to  become  acquainted  with  the  Classical  Music  of  the  first  com¬ 
posers.

When  taught  rightly  it  cultivates  the  taste,  forms  a  habit  of  careful 
observation  and  a  correct  judgment, — faculties  too  often  neglected  in 
female  education.  So  much  importance  is  attached  to  Drawing  that 
there  is  no  extra  charge  for  it  in  the  Preparatory  Course. 

It  is  chiefly  taught  from  Models ;  Engravings  are  used  only  as  far  as 
necessary  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  shading.  The  Studio  contains  a 
large  and  valuable  collection  of  Models,  especially  from  the  Antique,* 
among  which  are  original  copies  of  some  of  the  best  works  of  Art. 
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The  course  of  instruction  includes  Elementary  Drawing  from  geome¬ 
trical  figures  and  familiar  objects.

Health  of  body  is  of  indispensable  importance  to  a  full  intellectual 
development.  Impaired  health  and  a  feeble  frame,  are  not  able  to  en¬ 
counter  the  requirements  of  a  high  mental  discipline,  much  less  the 
practical  duties  of  life.  It  requires  but  little  observation  to  see  that  the 
young  ladies  of  the  present  day  are  sadly  deficient  in  physical  health 
and  vigor. 

Some  years  ago  this  evil  was  noticed,  and  gymnastics  for  young  ladies 
were  introduced  into  many  systems  of  female  education.  They  soon 
deservedly  fell  into  disrepute,  chiefly  because  they  required  of  young 
ladies  vigorous  physical  efforts  suited  only  to  the  strength  of  young 
gentlemen.  Judicious  exercises  have  since  been  devised  which,  avoiding 
the  straining  and  exhausting  requirements  of  the  former  system,  have 
for  their  object  to  invigorate  the  body  by  a  suitable  training.  These 
exercises  are  varied  and  numerous,  carefully  arranged  by  scientific  per¬ 
sons  familiar  with  the  human  frame,  and  are  adapted  to  different  ages 
and  to  different  degrees  of  health  and  strength. 

They  are  practiced  in  classes  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a 
teacher  educated  for  this  department,  and  will  always  be  under  the 
general  supervision  of  a  Physician. 
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During  the  seasonable  months,  young  ladies  have  opportunities  for 
equestrian  exercise  with  careful  attendance. 

A  Gymnasium  erected  and  arranged  especially  for  young  ladies  is 
connected  with  tire  Seminary.  The  Gymnasium  is  provided  with  Bowl¬ 
ing  Alleys,  and  different  kinds  of  physical  apparatus,  constructed  with 
particular  reference  to  the  improvement  of  the  health  of  young  ladies. 
First,  bodily  health  and  its  reflex  influence  on  mental  ability ;  next, 
a  graceful,  erect  and  elastic  carriage  are  the  objects  sought  in  this 
Department.
